Apologies Made for Other Offenses.

From the remarks of the President it 
became evident that the establishment 
of a peaceful blockade of Mexican ports 
and ‘coasts wouid not be undertaken if 
it should be necessary to adopt. radical 
measures. He expressed the opinion that 
a pacific blockade didn’t amount to 
much, The fact that it was not based 
upon a declaration of war or a state 
of war made it questionable whether the 
blockading nation had the right to ap- 
ply the blockade to ships of other na- 
ions. 

The inference from what the President 
said was that a belligerent blockade 
would be established if the plan of ac- 
tion outlined for the fleet should’ be put 
into execution. 

In a dispatch received by, the State 
Department to-day, Mr. O’Shaughnessy; 
the American Chargé d'Affaires: ‘at 
Mexico City, indicated that President 
Huerta had consulted the Senate with 
regard to compliance with the American 
demand that a salute be fired to em- 
phasize the apology given for the Tam- 
pico affair. But it was said in behalf 
of President Wilson that this reference 
was nct clear and it was not known 
whether the Mexican Senate was in 
session. 

The understanding here gained from 
Mr. O’Shaughnessy’s advices is that 
President Huerta consulted a committee 
of the Senate and the Permanent Com- 
mittee of the Mexican Congress, which 
acts during the legislative recess, before 
agreeing to the demands of the United 
States. 

Advices have been received from Mr. 
O’Shaughnessy that there is no excite- 
ment in Mexico City and—no apprehen- 
sion of disturbance or antagonism to 
foreigners there. 

It has not been determined whether 
John. Lind will return to Mexico to re- 
sume his duties as personal representa- 
tive of President Wilson, according to 
a statement made with the President’s 
authority to-day. Whether Mr. Lind 
would return, it was said, would denend 
upon his present convenience. Mr. Lind 
was very much fatigued, it was ex- 
Plained, but there was nothing in the 
present situation to prevent him from 
returning to Mexico. 


President to Take His Week-End. 


As the storm clouds lifted to-day and 
a wave of satisfaction spread through 
official quarters, President Wilson ar- 
ranged to go to White Sulphur Springs, 
West Va., for the week-end, and Sec- 
retary Bryan, who is ill, planned to take 
his long-delayed trip to Miami, Fila. At- 
tention that had been temporarily di- 
verted from the legislative programme 
turned again to the routine of the hour. 

Inquiry as to the character of pressure 
which had been brought to bear upon 
Gen. Huerta developed the fact that for- 
eign Governments had an active interest 
in the events of the last twenty-four 
hours. Both the French and German 
Ambassadors, after conferences at the 
State Department, were in communica- 
tion, it is understood, with their repre- 
sentatives in Mexico City. Another 
phase of the situation was a well- 
authenticated report that the last in- 
stallment of a loan due to Huerta was 
about to be held up by foreign bankers 
if he did. not comply with the American ‘ 
demands. , 

Chargé Algara of: the Mexican Em- 
bassy ‘here was in close touch *by cable 
with Gen. Huerta, ard every infhiehee’ 
exerted was in the direction of convinces 
ing the Mexican Dictator that it ‘was 
best to yield. 

Senor Riano, the Spantsh Ambassador, 
who was among Secretary Bryan’s ¢all- 
ers to-day, again pressed the claims for 
redress of the 700 Spanish subjects ex- 
pelled by Gen, Villa from ‘Torreon. He 
had_ been informed by Secretary Bryan 
of Gen. Carranza’s decision to act upon 
representations made by the United 
States in behalf of foreigners in Mex- 
ico. But the Madrid Government is not 
satisfied with merely a promise that 
future claims of Spanish subjects may 
be made through the United States.

FLEET ORDERS UNCHANGED. 


Navy Department Takes No Notice 
of Huerta’s Overtures. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, April 16. — At the 
Navy Department to-day it was stated 
that the status of the demonstration 
ordered on Tuesday by President Wil- 
son was unchanged. There has been 
no countermanding of orders, and. all 
preparations are being made just as if 
no interruption in ‘the movement had 
been made by the exchange of dis- 
Patches between Washington and the 
City of Mexico. All the vessels on the 
Pacific Coast that have been ordered 
to proceed to Mexican waters are beta | 
out as expeditiously as they can, an 
the battleships of the Atlantic fleet 
that have been ordered to follow Ad- 
miral Badger to Tampico are contin- 
uing their preparations as if they were 
to proceed just as originally ordered. 

It is expected, hc wever, that if the ex- 
change of dispatches now going on leads 
to a definite compliance b Huerta | 
with the American demands, orders 
will be issued promptly to-morrow can- 
celling the original directions for the 
movement of the vessels of the Pacific 
Fleet to the southward. It is likely 
that the battleshi Michigan, which 
Passed out the laware Breakwater 
this morning, and the battleship Louisi- 
ana, which cleared from New York 
this afternocn, will be caught by wire- 
less with orders to return. But this 
suggestion is subject to the modifica- 
tion that it may be necessary to relieve 
the battleships now at Vera Cruz and 
Tampico, some of which are due on 
way 1 to come home for overhauling. 

This disposition of the fleet is at pres- 
ent tentative, but it affords a way out 
of the peculiar situation resulting from 
Huerta’s compliance with the American 
demands. The sudden movement of a 
considerable number of vessels to Mex- 
ico is attended with great expense, and 
it is likely that this will be turned to 
account by a rearrangement of plans 
for the relief of the ships that have been 
on duty for many months at Tampico 
and Vera Cruz.

SUSTAINS WILSON’S ACTION, 


House Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs Is Unanimous.

WASHINGTON, April 16.—The action 
of the Wilson Administration in de- 
manding a salute as reparation for the 
Tampico incident was sustained to-day 
by unanimous vote of the House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs. 

After a session that lasted about two 
hours, during which the whole situation 
was carefully canvassed, the committee, 
without dissent, adopted the- following 
resolution: . 


Resolved, That the action of the Presi- 
dent of the United States in the Tampico 
incident is sustained by the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs of the Houge of Repre- 
sentatives, 

The resolution was adopted as a mat- 
ter of committee action and will not be 
submitted to the House of Representa- 
tives for ratification. The purpose of 
the committee was to indicate that it 
stood unanimously behind the Presi- 
dent in his demand for a salute as repa- 
cation for the Tampico incident. The 
resolution was very carefully worded by 
amendment before it was finally adopt- 
ed, As originally approved, the resolu- 
tion contained the word ‘‘ approved” 
instead of ‘“ sustained,”’ and also a ref- 
erence to the Mexican ‘‘ Government ” 
and the attitude of the United States 
toward Mexico. 





It was suggested by Representatives 
Bartholdt of Missouri and Ainey that 
the word ‘sustained ’’ should be sub- 
stituted for approved. Mr. Bartholdt 
suggested that, if the action of the 
United States should lead to the spill- 
ing of blood at Tampico, then the 
use of the word ‘approved’. would 
mean approval of bloodshed. He 
thought it better to vote to sustain the 
President's course. 

Mr. Ainey suggested that the word 
‘“‘approved’* should be changed ‘+o 
** sustained.”’ 

There was some objection to the first 
draft of the resolution because of its 
reference to the Government of Mex- 
ico, the objectors suggesting that it 
might be interpreted as a recognition 
of an existing Government in Mexico. 
It was also suggested that such a word- 
ing of the resolution might involve an 
approval of the President's whole treat- 
ment of the Mexican situation, and this 
was not to the taste of some of the 
Republican. members. ‘Finally all these 
objections were met by the substitution 
of the words ‘‘ the Tampico incident, 
which confined the action of the com- 
mittee merely to sustaining what the 
President had done respecting the Tam- 
pico affair. , 

The session of the House Committee 
made it unmistakably plain that the 
President's demand for a salute and 
his plan for a naval demonstration to 
compel such reparation would have the 
unanimous support of the committee, 
and that the committee stood ready to 
report any resolution to vest him with 
authority to use the land and naval 
forces.

The reports received here, which are 
made public, say the Federals have 
gained considerable advantage around 
Torreon and other points in the north. 
Private advices say passengers arriv- 
ing at Saltillo state that Velasco is 
pushing his contest with Villa, who is 
reported to be short of provisions and 
facing a desperate situation. 

There is a story current here that 
there has been considerable cholera in 
Torreon, which is one reason that 
decided Gen. Velasco to execute a 
strategic move, allowing Villa to 
enter the place and find himself in a 
pesthouse.

PRECEDENTS FOR SALUTE. 


Navy Regulations at Variance with 
Some Past Incidents.

WASHINGTON, April 16—A_ study 
of international precedents does not 
seem to bear out entirely the Navy De- 
Ppartment’s statement that * if a national 
salute is fired as an ‘amende honorabie’ 
it is invariably returned.’’ 

An } oad on naval regulations said 
this afternoon that writers on the sub- 
ject were uniformly vague, and that) in 
each case the question of returning the 
salute was determined by particu'ar 
Stipulations. 

The reiative atsenatn of the disput- 
ants and the desire of the aggrieved na- 
tion to humiliate the offender seemed 
to be determin factors. From this 
statement it would appear that a re- 
turn of the salute would be either a 
high. compliment to Huerta’s régime or 
a mark of friendship.

The interesting thing is that the ee- 
ment, which is printed in Moore’s Digest, 
makes no mention of any return salute 
being either expected, asked, or prom- 
ised. The only intimation that the 
salute might have been returned was 
the stipulation that the “time, manner, 
and place for the salute shall be sub- 
ject to arrangement between the under- 
signed.” As a matter of fact, it was 
shown that the ‘Virginius was got en- 
titled to American registry and the de- 
mand for the salute was dropped. 
The United States engaged to salute 
the flag of the next Spanish Consul at 
New Orleans in reparation for an at- 
taek on the Spanish Consulate by a mob 
at the time of the Lopez expedition. The 
record is not complete enough in 
Moore's Digest to show definitely 
wheitner that salute was returned or not, 
but it seems unlikely that an incoming 
Consul would have had any means of 
returning a salute. 


Salute to Mexico, Not to Huerta. 


The United States regulations provide 
that ‘‘ no salute shall be fired in honor 
of any nation or of any official of any 
nation not formally recognized by the 
Government of the United States.”’ 

The theory of the proposed return 
salute is that it. will be to the Mexican 
nation, the independence of which is 
of course recognized, and not to the de 
facto authorities who will salute the 
American flag: 

But when Commodore Stanton of the 
American Navy in 1894 returned the 
salute of the Brazilian rebel, Rear Ad- 
miral Mello, giving the thirteen guns of 
his pin oh vd rank, it was held that he 
had violated the regulations, although 
he protested that he was saluting the 
flag which Admiral Mello flew, and not 
the man himself. The department held 
that Commodore Stanton had committed 
a “grave error of judgment’”’ and re- 
moved him to another station. 

The analogy is very close between the 
relations of Rear Admiral Mello to the 
Republic of Brazil and Gen. Huerta to 
the Republic of Mexico. Admiral Mello 
was a regular Admiral before he re- 
volted in an attempt to restore the em- 
pire. He was flying the Brazilian flag 
and wore a Brazilian uniform, and was 
described in official Brazilian circulars, 
denouncing him as ‘Rear Admiral 
Mello.”’ 

Gen. Huerta was a high officer in the 
army of the recognized government of 
Madero; he-still flies the Mexican flag 
and his present claims to power rest 
largely on his succession as a member 
of adero’s government. If the pro- 
posed return salute should be found to 
be forbidden by the navy regulations, 
the Secretary of the Navy could, of 
course, amend the regulations with the 
approval of the President. 

Until amended the regulations, as they 
stand, have the force of law for all 
persons in the service.

Count Reventlow Says Standard Oil 

Has Forced His. Hand in Mexico.

BERLIN, April 16.—German Press 
comments on the American naval 
demonstration do not take it serious- 
ly and express doubt whether war 
will ensue.

“JT meet many Mexicans and other 
people who are amazed at_the action of 
this Government. The Tampico inci- 
dent,it is well known, was a thing that 
might have happened in any country 
under like conditions. All possible rep- 
aration was made; the sailors who were 
arrested were released; they were the 
victims of a blunder by a minor officer. 
President Huerta cannot be everywhere 
and no djoubt he would have prevented 
this thing. “But the idea of demanding 
that Mexico fire.a salute does not seem 
justified. How can President Wilson 
demand a salute from a country that he 
does not recognize? 

“If President Huerta did order a 
salute and if the United States ac- 
cepted it, would it not mean the recog- 
nition of the Huerta Administration as 
the Mexican Government? Again, why 
should not the United States respond 
to. Mexico’s salute? If I take off my 
hat to a man, 1 expect him to return 
my salute. In the affairs of nations

Anxious For a Quarrel. 


“It. would seem that the United 
States had been watching for the op- 
portunity to quarrel with us; that is ob- 
vious to every one who has watched the 
situation. I. do not believe that Ameri- 
cans will be in sympathy with inter- 
erence in our internal troubles. Not a 
‘word was said when nine Americans 
were shot in Tampico for smuggling 
arms to the rebels, so I am informed; 
not a thing has been done in the Ben- 
ton killing, and indced there have been 
many times when this country had 
greater excuses for intervening than this 

resent one, but nothing was done. 

othing was done when Villa ani the 
bandits who make up his so-called army 
attacked the women of,the towns they 
passed through on their ravagihg cam- 
paigns, such as Torreon and Durengo, 
“and nothing was done when Villa robbed

“Now, it would be all right and rea- 
sonable for the United States to send 
a big fieet to Japan; but the sending 
of fifty-seven vessels to Mexico seems 
unwarranted. We have only a few ships 
and they are only good for harbor de- 

-fense. We would not, of course, think 
of resisting the United States with our 
sbips, but with our army—well, that is 
different. 

**Do -you. remember what we gave 
France? The French intervention in 
1861. cost. us 22,000 men, but it cost 
Erance 25,000 men and 9,000,000 francs. 
The history of that intervention shows 
that we are proud of our independence. 
We fought every inch of the ground 
with the French, and although we are ail 
yresent internally divided, we can raise 
an army of 400,000 at least, so that we 
are better equipped now than ever be- 
fore. We have had 300,000 reserves 
training four hours a day for the last 
six’ months, and of our sixteen million 
people every man, woman, and child with 
Mexican biood will fight. The United 
States can only pacify Mexico when 
these sixteen millions are wiped out— 
not before. Men would rather see their 
wives and children sacrificed than be 
hampered by a foreign power; the wo- 
men and children will rise up and fight, 
I know, against the injustice of a big- 
ger power. 


Unite in Common Cause. 


“TIT am certain that the men who are 
mow divided against each other will 
také up arms in the common cause, the 
defense of their country against the 
attacks of the United States.

When it 
was made clear though that the Secre- 
tary had not intended to cast @ slur 
on the character of the men in the ser- 
vice, he was assured of the loyal sup- 
port of the Navy League in carrying 
out his instructions ‘‘ to the hilt.”’

Defends Wine Mess Order. 


**T have recently issued an order abol- 
ishing the wine mess. With singular 
lack of logic critics who see fit to repre- 
sent me as a foe to discipline on the 
one had, twist this into a case of dis- 
cipline run mad on the other. Far 
greater questions than that of discipline 
lie back of this. There is no body of 
more temperate, clear-headed men in 
the world than our officers, but let meé 
for a moment put-the shoe on the other 
foot and bring the .question home in 
another form to you gentlemen to-night. 

“Of all trades there is probably no 
finer or more sober, or more intelligent, 
more self-coutrolled men than our rail- 
road engineers. Upon their sobriety, 
upon their clear-headedness,: upon their 
Poy rages dl to govern themselves, depend 
daily the lives of millions of our citi- 
zens. Your life to-day, to-morrow, 
whenever you leave this city, will for 
a greater Or less time lie in the hollow 
of the engineer’s hand. Many of the 
railroads have established clubhouses 
for these engineers where they may 
read, meet ang pass away time between 
their runs. ° t say you, gentlemen, 
you with your railroad tickets in your 
pockets, to a proposition that the rail- 
roads should issue an order that the 
engineers off duty at these clubhouses 
should ‘be allow to establish a wine 
mess of their own? 

“Would the fact that 99 per cent. or 
999-1000 of these men would take no 
advantage of such an order and would 
go to their work the next morning with 
eyes just as clear and hands just. as 
steady as they were the night before; 
would that fact do away with the pos- 
sibility,;of the one-hundredth man or the 
one-thdusandth man moving the wrong 
lever at a critical: moment or sleepily 
overlooking the danger signal? 

“Would you not demand an order 

abolishing such an arrangement? Yet 
this is precisely a fair comparison. The 
wreck of a great battleship, the loss ef 
a critical battle, and the honor of our 
country may easily hinge upon one of 
many men in the varied and complex 
duties which these great masses of in- 
tricate machinery, called battleships, 
have created. Would you take any 
chances with the engineer of your train? 
Why, then, should you seriously ask me 
to take chances with those who direct 
the movements of our ships? ”’ 
. “The Navy is a collection of 60,000 
young men. It has under its almost 
paternal control many times. 60,000 
young men .when we consider the num- 
ber going out of and entering the serv- 
ice every year. There comes to the 
Navy this crowd of young men, many 
of whom have been obliged to,curtail 
their education from..the necessity of 
garning their. daily bread, and many 
thers who seek to enter the service 
from a_natural disinclination to suffer 
the restraint ‘of home or factory dis- 
cipline and a desire to see the world. 
As any student of economics can tell 
you, both the two last named classes of 
young men are, if not an absolute detri- 
ment, at least of little economic value to 
the country. 


Navy to Be a Technical College. 


“‘In a sense we are always engaged 
in war. Every nation is at war, a 
fierce, silent, merciless struggle for in- 
dustrial supremacy. That nation will 
win whose young men are best educated, 
not only to use their brains, but to use 
their hands skillfully in the mechanical 
arts. I propose to make our navy 
more than a great school, to make it a 
great technical college, where literally 
hundreds. of thousands of young men 
will be trained in habits of discipline; 
will be taught the necessity of obedi-

FRANK WINS A STAY: 
MAY ANNUL VERDICT 


New Lawyers Enter Case, Rais- 
ing Point That Opens Way for 
Appeal to U.S. Supreme Court. 


STATE TAKEN BY SURPRISE 


Prisoner’s Rights Held to be Violat- 
ed When He Was Kept from 
Court as Verdict Was Given. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ATLANTA, G&, April 16.—Leo M. 
Frank. who was under sentence to be 
hanged to-morrow for the murder of 
Mary Phagan, obtained a stay to-day 
upon two motions filed by his attorneys 
before Judge Hill in the Superior Court. 
One of these motions—which came as’ a 
complete surprise—demanded the annul- 
ment of the verdict on the ground that 
the defendant was deprived of his right 
under the Constitution of the United 
States because he was absent from court 
when the verdict was announced. It is 
believed that this will be the basis of an 
appeal to the Umted States Supreme 
Court in the event that a new trial is 
denied. 

The other motion was for a new trial 
on the general ground of newly discov- 
ered evidence. Arguments on both mo- 
tions were set for April 22, and this ac- 
tion on the part of the court automatic- 
ally acted as a stay of execution. 

In the motion to set aside the verdict, 
it was asserted, Judge L. S. Roan, the 
trial Judge, requested that Frank be 
kept out of the courtroom when the ver- 
dict was announced on the ground of 
possible violence in the event of acquit- 
tal. It also was contended that two of 
his counsel, Reuben R. Arnold and 
Luther Z. Rosser, agreed,to this, and. 
waived his right to be in court. The 
motion for annulment was filed by Tye, 
Peeples & Alexander, attorneys not here- 
tofore connected with the case. They 
contended that Frank did not know of 
the agreement to waive his presence in 
court and«that he would kave had no 
right to enter such an agreement, even 
if he had known of ¢z he point is re- 
garded as the most vital one so far 
raised in the case. F 

One of the decisions of Judge Hill 
himself, when he was a member of the 
Court of Appeals, will play a part in the 
argument of the motion. his is the 
ease of the State vs. Lyons, Seventh 
Georgia Appeals. <A verdict was then 
set aside because an attorney, in a tele- 
phone conversation with the trial Judge, 
waived the presence of himself and the 
defendant. : 

Relative to the agreement on Frank’s 
absence at the time of the verdict, So- 
licitor General Hugh M. Dorsey to-day 
issued the following statement: . 

“Under the promise of two of Frank's 
attorneys that no advantage would be 
taken of it, and over my protest to the 
Judge against proceeding under that 
promise, Judge L. S. Roan, of his own 
motion, permitted the accused to be ab- 
sent from court when the verdict was 
rendered.”’ % 


Lawyers Explain Agreement. 
Attorneys Luther Z. Rosser and Reu- 
ben R. Amnold issued the following 
statement in reference to the filing of 


the motion by Attorneys Tye, Peeples, 
and Alexander: 

The motion filed this morning to set 
aside the conviction of Leo M. Frank, 
on the ground, among others, that

Brandon and Messrs. Herbert and 
Leonard Haas, and is a different pro- 
ceeding, upon entirely different 
grounds from the motion to set aside. 

During the trial of Mr. Frank the

During the trial the Judge called at- 
tention several times to the danger 
of having Frank present at the re 
ception of the verdict. : 
, Nothing, however, was done about 
this until the last day of the trial and 
just a few minutes before the jury was 
charged. The Judge, then in the jury 
room adjoining the court room, again 
expressed grave apprehension as to 
Frank’s safety upon the reception of 
the verdict, should Frank be present, 
and there be a verdict of acquittal.

The circumstances worked in the 
case of this man a practical denial 
to him, as well as his counsel, of the 
valuable right to present when the 
verdict was received. This condition 
was brougnt about. by the unjust, ex- 
cited and prejudiced. surroundings 
which made it inpossible to conclude 
this trial with legal regularity. 

Under ordinary, sane conditions, no 
such agreement would have been 
thought of by court or counsel. 

The agreemeat was made and Car- 
riéd out on both sides with the utmost 
good faith, in promotion of what was 
thought to be in the interest of 
Frank’s safety and public tranquillity.

Motion to Annul Verdict. 


The motion to set aside the verdict of 
guilty follows in part: 

“Now comes Leo M. Frank, the de- 
fendant in the above-stated cause,

the court on Aug, 25, 19138, and moves 
the court. to set aside said verdict for 
the following reasons: 

“ First—Because at the time that said 
verdict was received, and the jury try- 
ing ‘the cause was discharged, ‘this’ 
fendant was in the custody of the law’ 
and incarcerated in the common jail ot 
said county.

“Pursuant to the conversation above 
stated, neither the said Rosser nor the 
said Arnold, nor bert J. Haas, who 
were the sole counsel of this defendant 
n said cause, were present. when the 
verdict was received and said jury dis- 
charged. Nor was this defendant pres- 
ent when said verdict was rendered and 
the said jury discharged. 

“The defendant says he-did not give 
said counsel nor any one else any au- 
thority to waive or renounce the rigiat 
of this defendant to be present at the 
reception of said verdict or to agree 
that this defendant should uot be pres- 
ent thereat; and the relation of at- 
torney and client did not ive such 
authority, though said counsél acted in 
the most perfect good faith and in the 
interest of: the personal safcty of this 
defendant. 

“Neither the said conversation with 
Judge Roan nor the purport thereof, 
was communicated to said Haas, nor 
did said Haas know thereof until after 
sentence was pronounced on defendant. 

“Defendant did not give to said Ros- 
ser, nor to said Arnold, nor to said 
Haas, any authority themselves to be 
absent when said verdict was received, 
nor did he agree that they, or either of

HAVANA TOBACCO IN PERIL. 


Plague Fumigation May Spoil $1,- 
000,600 Worth in Warehouses. 
Special Cable to TH NEW YORK Tims. 
HAVANA, April 16.—A million dol- 
lars’ worth of tobacco in Havana 
warehouses is endangered by the 


wholesale fumigations being carried |. 
out by the Cuban Health Department

MAKE BIG ROUND-UP 
OF STOLEN AUTOS 


Confession of Car Thief, Seek- 
ing Revenge, Opens Trail 
to Notorious Gang. 


$500 FOR $5,000 MOTORS 


Stolen Cars Sold ‘for Small Price— 
Prominent Brooklynite. Bought 
One—May Arrest Five. 


Detective Meyers from Headquarters, 
Assistant District Atterney Deuel, EK. 
B. Hopwood, an insurance adjuster, and 
State Inspector of Motor Vehicles Ro- 
theim were out last night rounding up 
the biggest collectién of stolen automo- 


biles ever. gathered in in a single haul. 

The trail led through Brooklyn, Har- 
lem, and the Bronx. Owners of lost 
cars were taken along and were able 
to identify their property. it was stated 


‘at midnight thay at a conference to be 


held in the office of Assistant District 
Attorney Deuel at 11 o'clock this morn- 
ing a full confession from one notorious 
automobile thief would be submitted and 
announcements made of the arrest of 
from three to five thieves heretofore un- 
known to the police. , . 

The rounding up of the automobile 
thieves was said by insurance company 
officials last night to be the result 
of the new spirit that has come into 
the Police Department since Second 
Deputy Commissioner Rubin took 
charge of the proole:in of hunting down 
organized gangs engaged 1n the busi- 
ness of stealing automobiles. 

One of the surprising developments 
last night was the fact that men well 
known in the community have been buy- 
ing automobiles for from $500 to $800 
that were known to be worth from 
$5,000 to $5,300. For stealing an au- 
tomobile, it came out in looking over 
the check books and account books 
of those engaged ‘in the business, the 
usual. amount of profit to the thief 
was $250. In no case among those ex- 
amined did the thief obta.n more than 
$500 for his work, while the car he 
passed on was almost invariably of the 
highest priced type. 


$700 for High-priced Car. 


One of the persons implicated as a 
buyer of a high-priced automobile paid 
the original thief only $7v0 for it, and 
of this $700 the thief had to pay $2UU 
to the go-between who arranged the 
sale and $250 on an agreement to split 
50-50 with the man who helped him to 
steal the car. 

The purchaser turned out to be a 
well-known resident of Brooklyn. It 
was even found that he- had personally 
paid the go-between in the case $15 to 
pay for a new license number, ang had 
also given the go-between a check tor 
$3 to. pay for paint which was used in 
changing the color of the automobile 
chassis. 

This automobile, a Packard car, be- 
longing to Dexter C. Hayden of_ the 
Fackard Auto Rent and Service Com- 
pany of 1,498 Broadway, was recovered 
Monday: afternéon, when it was found 
standing in front of ‘‘The Whip” sa- 
loon at Fulton and Jay Streets, Brook- 


yn. 

A General Sessions Grand Jury is now 
considering the case of the car’s pur- 
chaser. 

Charles Brush, a young chauffeur, who 
‘was indicted a few days ago, walked 
into the office of E. B. Honvwood, an in- 
surance adjuster, of 55 John Street, on 
Tuesday and told Mr. Hopwood that he 
wanted to give himself up and turn 
State’s evidence. It was on information 
furnished by him, after he had been 
taken into custody, that last night’s 
raids were made. 


Confessed to Get Even. 


He informed Mr. Hopwood that his 
reason for wishing to confess was that 
on Monday night, following the recov- 
ery of the Hayden automobile at ‘“‘ The 
Whip ’’. saloon, three men_ had visited 
him in his apartment at'210 West 108th 
Street and had beaten him unmercifully. 
From this beating he was still bearing 
some marks when he surrendered him- 
seif. : . 

The three men, he said, accused him 
of “selling out the gang”’’ in order to 
win the reward of $250 offered by Mr. 
Hopwood for ‘he return of the automo- 
bile. He gave the District Attorney’s 
office the names of the three men, and 
detectives were searching for them last 
night, with every prospect of making 
an arrest in a few haurs. 

Charies Rudy, another conspicuous op- 
erator in stolen automobiles, was ar- 
rested on Jan. 22. Rudy pleaded guilty 
before Judge Swann in General Sessions 
and is now awaiting sentence in the 
Tombs. 

When Judge Swann heard last night 
of the -new find of stolen automobiles 
and the running down of other gangs 
he said he was very. glad that he had 
postponed sentence in the case of the 
first man taken in. 

‘“‘T. was much astonished at the con- 
fession of Rudy,’’ Judge Swann said, 
‘‘for he referred to ‘the Exchange’ as 
if he were a member of a regular Prod- 
uce or Grain Exchange. He also _ re- 
ferred to his ‘ correspondents’ in_Chi- 
cago, Atlantic City, New Orleans, Pitts- 
burgh, and other cities in a way to sug- 
gest that he was a prosperous banker, 
instead of a trafficker in stolen auto- 
mobiles. 

‘“‘His confession made it clear that 
much work remained to be done, and I 
was confident results would follow the 
vigorous manner in which Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Duel and Deputy Police 
Commissioner Rubin took up the matter. 
I found that the custom was to trade 
the stolen automobiles so that a car 
taken here would be put into service in 
New Orleans, for instance, and the cars 
stolen in New Orleans would be sent 
here on an exchange basis. 

“The only cash involved in the trans- 
actions of the ‘ Exchange’ would be a 
little ‘boot’ money the shipper ofa 
second-grade car would pay to the 
shipper who sent him a first-grade car 
in return.”’ 


Knew Where Stolen Car Was. 


Mr. Hopwood, who has made a spe- 
cialty of recovering stolen automobiles 
for several years, said at his home, 29 
Claremont Avenue, last night: 

“The gangsters who beat up young 
Brush, and so put him in a mood to 
surrender and turn State’s evidence, 

layed a nice little trick on themselves. 
For, as a matter of fact, we located that 
car a week before we knew who its 
new owner was. We deliberately left 
the car alone instead of seizing it in 
order that we might find out who some 
of the people were who restored such

When we found. it it 
was in a barn in Brooklyn, being over- 
hauled and equipped with new numbers. 

“We had a record of the conversation 
in which the prospective purchaser put 
up money for the new coat of paint for 
the chassis, and put up money for the 
new license number. A jealous girl, 
who was attracted by the hope of re- 
ward and the expectation of ‘ getting 
even’ with a chauffeur who had found 
himself a new sweetheart, gave the in- 
formation that led us to the car in stor- 
age. 

“* We were + Vlg curious when a check 
was cashed for $700, and seven hun- 
dred-dollar bills were paid to the go- 
between. We were also curious as to 
why one of the hundred-dollar bills was 
changed at a Brooklyn saloon for two 
fifties. When Brush confessed the theft 
he cleared this matter up, for he. said 
he had to get $50 in order to make an 
even split-up of the $500 that was the 
share of himself and his partner after 
paying the go-between.”’ 

The automobile recovered in Brooklyn 
was stolen on Feb. 21, less than two 
minutes after Mr. Hayden had stepped 
out of it to go up to his office on the 
second floor of the building at 1,493 
Broadway, just north of Forty-second 
Street. Mr. Hayden looked out of his 
office window on reaching the second 
floor and,found the automobile gone. 

Brush, after telling how he escaped 
with it, confessed that he had also 
stolen three other Packard automobiles, 
one of which he took two days before 
Christmas while it was standing in 
front of a branch post office in Fifty- 
first Street. 

This automobile Mr. Hopwood traced 
to Baltimore and brought back to New 
York, where he restored it to the Pack- 
ard Agency, which had taken it out 
only once before it was stolen. In the 
automobile were found cards of two 
east side dance halls and a card which 
led to the arrest of Rudy last January. 

One result of the night’s work, it 
was said, would be a marked 
strengthening of the case against two 
insurance adjusters who have been 
known for some time as accomplices of 
automobile thieves. 


‘MOVIES’ PACIFY GRAFT JURY 


Rebellion Averted as Prosecution in 
Road Case Closes. 


RIVERHEAD, L. I., April 16.—When 
District Attorney Ralph C. Green had 
finished the presentation of evidence 
last night in the case against the four 
officers of the Suffolk Contracting Com- 
pany and two State Highway Depart- 
ment officials, charged with conspiring 
to build the Patchogue-Coram road in 
disregard to specification, the twelve 
men in the jury box ‘ struck.” They 
told Justice Kapper, who is presiding at 
the trial, that they were tired of being 
boxed in all day and locked up all night. 

““Can’t we go to the movies and get a 
little enjoyment? ’”’ asked the foreman. 

“Certainly, go to the movies if you 
want to,”’ replied the Justice. 

So, accompanied by four court attend- 
ants, the jurymen had their first ‘‘ good 
time,’’ as they expressed it, since they 
were drawn on Monday. 

Counsel, in their opening remarks, 
showed what the trend of the defense 
would be. The responsibility for the bad 
condition of the Patchogue-Coram road 
will be ‘‘ passed down the line.” One of 
the lawyers, who represented a division 
engineer under indictment, said that his 
client had never seen the road while 
under construction; another lawyer 4s- 
serted his client had nothing to do with 
the delivering of the material. The law- 
yers declared they would show, that the 
required amount of gravel had been 
purchased.

Sraphs of Richard Croker are valued 
at 20 cents each, and a loving cup pre- 
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sented to Mr, Fox by the National Dem-

Fox’s property was set down tm the in- 
ventory at a much lower value than its 
purchase price. 

The- value of other pieces of Mr. 
Fox’s property is given in the inventory 
as follows: A thirty-five volume set 
of the dramatic works of Voltaire, pub- 
lished in 1759, $7; bronze group by Du- 
bert, $250; stocks and bonds, $61,292, 
and furniture and china, $2,951. The 
value of the specific personal bequests 
is placed at $4,009, and the value of the 
entire persoaal estate at $74,260.

WHITMAN PARTISANS 
CLASH WITH HEDGES 


Republican Committee Is Split 
as to an Unofficial 
Convention. 


SPECIAL MEETING CALLED 


Job Hedges Says Republicans Should 
Assemble to Preserve Their 
Cohesive Momentum. 


The partisans of District Attorney 
Charles S. Whitman and those of Job 
Hedges in the Republican County Com- 
mittee clashed at last night’s meeting in 
the Murray Hill Lyceum over the ques- 
tion of whether the committee should 
favor the holding of an unofficial State 
Convention this Summer. The Whitman 
faction, led by Frederick C. Tanner, 
leader of the Twenty-fifth Assembly 
District, are strongly opposed to the 
convention plan, while the Hedges forces 
are as firmly in favor of it. 

The Hedges faction won out when it 
was agreed to postpone action on the 
matter until two weeks from last night, 
when a special meeting of the commit- 
tee will be called so that all the members 
will be able to take part in the discus- 
sion. 

B. W. B. Brown, on behalf of the 
Hedges forces, started the discussion by 
offering a resolution stating that it was 
the sense of the committee that an open 
and public meeting of the Republi- 
cans of the State should be held at 
Saratoga next August “for the purpose 
of adopting a Republican platform of 
principles on public questions now con- 
fronting the Republicans of the whole 
State and for the public and free dis- 
cussion and consideration of the merits 
of the various candidates for nomina- 
tions to the various offices on the Re- 
and that the 
State Committee be requested to send 
out :. call to all the enrolled Republicans’ 
of ine State to attend such a meeting. 

Mr. Tanner offered another resolu- 
tion, to the effect that the Republican 
County Committee “believes the hold- 
ing of an unofficial State convention 
this year to be against the best inter- 
for the reason that 
the holding of such a convention would 
be looked upon as contrary to the spirit 
of the new direct primary law.” 

Mr. Tanner said the Republicans had 
@ great opportunity this year by get- 
ting in line with real progressive ideas, 
thereby annihilating the Progressive 
Party and winning a victory over the 
Democrats. To go against the spirit of 
the direct primary law and hold a con- 
vention of any kind, he said, would be 
a backward step. 

“Don't give Col. Roosevelt a chance 
with his factious and fictitious way of 
going through the State saying that 
the Republican anf is still bound 
down by bosses,’’ said Mr. ‘Tanner. 

Mr. Brown said the party had to 
adopt a platform of principles and the 
best way to do it was for the Repub- 
licans to get together in some manner. 

“The only question,”’ he said, “is 
whether you are going to be on the:level. 
You are not, if instead of a large num- 
ber gathering together to discuss the 
issues freely and openly in public you 
are going to meet in small groups here 
and there in order to further the in- 
terests of the candidacy of a few men.

When he was arrested Schultz caused 
much comment in the Criminal Court 
Building by his dapper appearance, 
Judge Swann remarked at that time 
that he looked more like a _ college 
sophomore than a gunman.

William Hertel, 28 years old, of 131

DR. SWEET DENIES 
CRUELTY T0 DOGS 


Philadelphian Accused by Vivi- 
sectionists Defends Him- 
self on the Stand. 


HOSTILE WITNESS FAINTS 


Miss Ogden, One of Those Who In- 
vestigated Alleged Practices, 
Falls in Collapse. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 16.—Under a 
fire of cross-examination, Miss Henri- 
etta Ogden, the woman who, with an 
electric flash, peered into the kennels 
of the Medical School of the University 
of Pennsylvania to see for herself the 
‘suffering of dogs.after vivisection, faint- 
'ed to-day during the trial of Dr. Joshua 
E. Sweet, one of six of the university’s 
medical school faculty indicted for 
cruelty to animals. 

Miss Ogden, according to her friends, 
was ill, and was brought to City Hall 
in an ambulance that she might give 
her testimony. She had been on the 
stand nearly two hours, and was begin- 
ning to show the strain when she pro- 
duced notes to refresh her memory. She 
saiq under oath they were the original 
notes taken by her in the kennels. Mur- 
dock Kendrick, counsel for the defense, 
demanded to see them. Miss Ogden was 
backward about turning them over to 
the lawyer. A court attendant brought 
them to Mr. Kendrick. 

‘“So these are copies, are they? I 
thought you swore they were originals?” 
he said. 

Miss Ogden began to tremble, reeled, 
and then collapsed. 

Dr. Sweet, the physician under trial, 
and the decision in whose case it is 
understood will settle the actions in 
the cases of the fixe other physicians, 
was the first witness for the defence. 
He said he had been connected with 
Rockefeller Institute, New York City, 
was assistant professor of surgical re- 
search at the University, and had 
charge of the animal house, built a few 
years ago at a cost of $35,000. He de- 
nied that fermented food was given to 
the dogs, and said the nourishment they 
received was the best for their recov- 
ery after operation. He was responsi- 
ble only for dogs upon which operations 
had been performed by surgeons or 
students of his department. Later 
witnesses corroborated this testimony. 

The various charges of cruelty speci- 
fied in the indictments Dr. Sweet denied, 
going into detail in each case, and pre- 
senting the scientific reasons for the 
treatment of the dogs vivisected. The

“ DESTROYING INDUSTRY.” 

The Journal of Commerce pub- 
lishes a. page advertisement under 
the: display head, “What one State 
is doing to destroy industry.” The 
State is Massachusetts. ‘“ What it is 
doing;’ is set out by an enumera- 
tion.of scores of jaws telling manu- 
facturers what they must do and 
not do. The advertisement is pub- 
lished by the Massachusetts Alliance 
of Manufacturers and is circulated as 
@ poster. throughout Massachusetts. 
The general- argument is that the 
greatest problem of Massachusetts 
employers is to keep alive their in- 
dustries threatened by the action of 
the Legislature and the “ social up- 
lifters.” 

Surely this is an unusual incident. 
Why is it that Massachusetts. affairs 
are advertised in New York? The 
reason seems to be indicated by the 
character of the organ of publicity 
which the Manufacturers’ Alliance 
selected. They wish to address their 
own class, in despair of any appeal 
addressed to the readers of popular 
newspapers.. They have no hope in 
other directions because they see 
that the conditions which distress 
them are returning profits to their 
promoters proportioned to the pros- 
tration of the State’s industries. It 
is not the tariff which distresses 
them. It is not the cost of materials 
or wages. Their own State Legis- 
lature is the burden on their backs. 








RURAL. CREDITS. 
Provision for more extensive and 
easier lending to farmers is reported 
to be one of the cardinal points of 
the programme that President WIL- 
SON desires to see Congress carry out 
before adjournment. If we may. 
judge’ by the number and variety of 
projects with this general aim now 
before Congress his desire is not like- 
ly to he gratified. We may ‘say 
frankly that®we think it just as well 
to defer action until the matter has 
been more caréfully considered, Not 
that there has ndt been a good deal 
of inquiry on the subject. There have 
beeh within the past year two com- 
missions at work. The United States 
Commission appointed by the Presi- 
dent and a larger one, knéwn as the 
American Commission, including the 
members of the former, together with 
representatives of most of the States 
of the Union, and of some of the 
Canadian Provinces. Then there have 
been movements on the part of the 
Grange and the Fatmers’ Union, 
which have been rather in the nature 
of booms for Government lending 
than intended to secure information. 
So far as concerns the really in- 
vektigating bodies, it may be sug- 
gested that, while they have acquired 
many interesting and valuable data 
as to conditions abroad, at least the 
game amount of work, and preferably 
more, is necessary to ascertain the 
conditions .existing in our own coun- 
try. That will take time, and there 
is much* more risk in hastening ac- 
tion before: we have the requisite 
knowledge than there is in delay. It 
is certain, for example, that there is 
a considerable part of our: farming 
population, -enterprising, energetic, 
efficient, and reasonably successful, 
that need no spécial provision for 
éredit. beyond. wHat théy are able to 
get on the well-determiried conditions 
of safe lending by our present bank- 
ing institutions. _ Apart - from the 
larger farming Busiiidiiees, there is 
also-a number of ‘farmers of mod- 
érate’ means, conducting a -solvent 
business, and supplied fairly ‘with 
credit by the smaller banks through- 
out the country, who carry on their 
work Safely and intelligently. The 
number who need credit on land se- 
curity and’ who could and would make 
@ good use of it is not now definitely 
known. Neither is the number, of 
whom there are unfortunately many, 
who could not: or would’ not make 
good ‘use of credit. The two facts 
should be examined in all their bear- 
ings before new legislation is shapéd. 

While we d6 not at all question the 
sincerity of many of those who are 
agitating legislation by the Federal 
Government in: this direction, it must 
be borne, in mind that it is a-subject 
‘calculated to excite the interest of 
politicians, ‘and, by no means free 
from incentives to demagogues. There

TRANSPLANTING ORGANS. 

The members of the International 
Surgical Association agree, with Dr. 
ALExis CaRREL that it is not yet safe 
to transplant into human beings 
organs from other. animals. . Organs 
have been transplanted from one per- 
son to another, but they soon ceased 
to functionate. When transplanted 
from one. part of a human body to 
another part of the same body, how- 
ever, organs have continued to dis- 
charge their functions properly. Tis- 
sues also may continue to grow when 
interchanged between individuals of 
different species, as instanced in the 
recent engrafting of a pig’s cornea 
upon a human eye. Surgically, the 
transplanting of organs is “ success- 
ful” to the extent that the technique 
for attaching them in their new sites 
is perfected. ‘The problem to make 
them continue to functionate is pure- 
ly biological, and methods are now be- 
ing learned to prevent the organism 
reacting against the tissue of foreign 
organs. 

The quest has. been fruitful. 

JaMEs B. MurpHy, working in the 
Rockefeller Institute’s laboratories, 
has found out why foreign tissue un* 
dergoes no injurious change if im- 
planted in the embryo of chicks, and 
why it degenerates between the 
eighteenth day of incubation and the 
first day of life outside the shell. He 
noted that the embryo received the 
foreign tissue with complete toler- 
ance, but suddenly a “ refractory con- 
dition ” supervened, quickly attaining 
full destruetive powers. It was the 
development of parts in chicks and 
rats, such as the spleen and bone 
marrow, that signalized the destruct- 
ive action. When they were rémoved 
or their action overcome by the use 
of drugs or X-rays, the period of tol- 
eration of the foreign tissue was 
greatly lengthened. 
. It would be of high consequenee to 
gurgery, of course, if the tissues and 
organs of the lower animals could be 
made serviceable in the bodily econ- 
omy of man. For it is the failure of 
some organ, like the liver, kidney, or 
heart, that often occasions death when 
the rest of the body is in workable 
condition. A revolution in surgical 
methods has already beén accom- 
plished by the marvelous feats of 
dutoplasty, whereby the: same organs 
have been returned to. the body from 
which they were taken, bones trans- 
planted from the leg to mend defects 
ef the jaw or: spine, and skin, nerves, 
and tissue made to Serve in sites 
Where répair was -vital.. The advan- 
tage to be attained by using live ma- 
terial from animals for this purpose 
is great and obvious. Progressively, 
by methods which none butt the anti- 
vivisectionists decry, this essentially 
humanitarian work is being done.

MODERN ART PRINTING. 

The commemoration of the cente- 
nary of the invention of the power 
printing press, which has been the 
most efficient agent in the diffusion 
of knowledge the world has ever 


known, is an incident of the present 


week.. The exhibition arranged for its 
celebration begins to-morrow in the 
Grand Central Palace. The steam 
press was a German invention, and 
the capacity of KoEn1G’s printing ma- 
chine, first used by The London Times 
in 1814, was about 1,100 copies of one 
side of that. paper in an hour. Two 
hours were required, therefore, to 
print that many copies of the com- 
plete newspaper, and as The London 
Times began with two presses, it could 
turn out 2,200 copies in two hours, 
which was then regarded as -rapid 
printing. It was not until the forties 
that the Hoe presses, capable of 
printing 20,000 copies on one side in 
an hour, were ready for use, and it was 
not until 1865 that’ BuLLocK’s press, 
printing both sides of the paper at the 
same time, came into existence., The 
innumerable improvements since made 
have revolutionized the art: of print- 
ing, but it is only in recent years that 
fine pictorial work has been possible 
on presses running at high speed. 

An excellent illustration of the pres- 
ent state of the printing art will be af- 
forded in the copy of the famous 
Chandos portrait of. SHAKESPEARE, to 
be issued with next Sunday’s TimEs. 
It “would be difficult to choose be- 
tween this admirable example of mod- 
ern printing and engraving and the 
costly photogravure which served as 
its model. The price of a copy of the 
photogravure is $5.

In none of these instances is any sus- 
picion of incendiarism recalled, and the 
fires cannot be ascribed, as they doubt- 
less would be in England, to the enter- 
prise of militant suffragettes, since our 
seekers for the suffrage have as yet used 
in their campaigns only what is consid- 
ered the most feminine of weapons. All 
of the big houses have burned with 
great rapidity after the flames were once 
started—a fact that tells. a good deal 
about their construction and makeS:peér= 
tinent the quéstion whether it would 
not be worth while to build these always 
expensive structures wholly or largely 
of incombustible materiais and under 
such inspection as is compelled by urban 
ordinances. 

Usually the tale is one of defective 
flues or improper wiring for electricity, 
and with significant frequency the fire 
occurs just before or just after “ the 
family '’ moves from town. That is 
when long disused heating apparatus is 

started up and electricity turned on over 
conductors ‘that have suffered from a 
Winter of neglect. Almost never are 
the village fire departments able to do 
more than look helplessly at these fires, 
after a belated arrival. 

The current estimates of losses on 
these so-called ‘‘ cottages’’ are often 
exaggerated, but, with all allowances

made, they are considerable, and they’ aggregate is 


should not be viewed with indifference 
as falling on people who will not feel 
them much. The losses, as a matter of 
fact, are very widely distributed by the 
insurance companies, and so are‘of gen- 
eral concern. Some day we shall have 
in this country such laws as in several 
parts of Europe, and especially in Ger- 
many, treat a preventable fire, not as a 
misfortune, but as imposing a heavy re- 
sponsibility on the owner of the prop- 
erty burned—a responsibility that is 
worked out into the laying of big fines 


on him. That system is entirely reason- 
able.

Pleasant Homes. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The plan suggested by ‘‘S. A. H,.”’ in a re- 
cent letter to THE Timms that ‘‘a list of 
the authorized sources for secking a. home 
be posted in such public places as the Ii- 
braries ’’ is an extellent one. The Bureau of 
Boarding Houses for Girls is now prepared 
for such publicity and the work it will on- 
tail. The bureau was created by the Con- 
ference of Working Girls’ Houses (composed 
of all the forty-odd houses for girls in the 
city) and came into existence six months 
ago. Its ject was to save the steps ani 
time and carfare of the worker in search 
of a home by making it possible for her 
to obtain all information regarding these 
houses in one office and so erable her in} 
one visit to find the location and price most 
suited to her nteds and—as the houses re- 
port vacancies daily—somie assurance of im- 
médiate accommodation. 

The bureau has not been advertised. be- 
cause with the~ knowledge that there are 
22,700 self-supporting women and girls liv- 
ing alone in this city (U. S, Census report 
on ‘wage-earhing women in stores and fac- 
toriés)’ advertising was out of the question 
until more accommodations were available 
than those afforded = the organized houses 
for girls.

Mr. Wheeler Says They Succeed 
Better Without Suffrage. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The replies which have been made to my 
Panama letter seem to me to strengthen my 
position. Those of ug who are opposed to. 
political suffrage for women do not at all 
object to the activity of intelligent and 
thoughtful women who are not neglecting priér 
duties. Weare giad of their advice and 
counsel, and only regret that some of them, 
instead of giving their time and thought to 
improving social conditions, as did the wo- 
men who went to Panama, are insisting upon 
fighting the men on the political field, and 
imposing upon .the rest of their own sex, 
who have prior duties, burdens: which they 
ought not be called upon to bear. In short, 
there is no good result that women can ac- 
complish in States where they have the 
suffrage which they.are not: better able to 
accomplish without it. The unselfish woman 
is a blessing. The scheming female poli- 
ticlan is a curse. 

Mr, Welling asks if I really think that 
the activity of women in- politics tends to 
promote special legislation. My answer is 
distinctly that I do. Wherever women have 
long been active in politics, as for exam- 
ple in Colorado, this is exactly the sort of 
legislation they have promoted. The reason 
is obvious. The large majority of women 
of voting age are wives and mothers. The 
whole tendency of civilization has been to 
make the child and his welfare the most 
important thing in the world to them. From 
the standpoint of wife and mother that is 


all right. But when it comés to concentrating |. 


the same sort of attention upon individual 
cases of hardship, and endeavoring to cor- 
rect them by general laws,: the result is 
usually disastrous. We have, for example, 
in Colorado an abundance of special legis- 
lation. We find women seeking their own 
selfish advancement in politics, démanding 
political ‘recognition, and unscrupulous as to 
the means which they adopt to secure their 
ends. We find them relying for immunity 
upon. the privileges of their sex when they 
are caught in a trick. In short, they want: 
to play the game of politics, but do not feel 
bound by the rules which have come to be 
recognized among men. This statement is 
made after very careful inquiry into (Colo- 
rado conditions, made of both men and wo- 
men, residing there. Some men in politics 
there will deny it publicly because the female 
politicians are vindictive and unscrupulous, 
But in private they admit the truth, 

And for this reason I repeat that the 
remedy of woman suffrage is worse than 
the disease which some good women think 
it will cure.

‘ “SAVING: THE ‘BLIND. 


This Letter Was Typed by a Blind 
Stenographer. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 
. The New York Association for the Blind 
started seven years ago with a debt of $400 
and a list of only 500 living blind people and 
no home. It has now listed. 10,000 names 
and has three model equipped buildings, a 
workshop for blind men, a training station, 
an information bureau, a salesroom for the 
blind, and a vacation home for them. It 
fills a unique place in the community as a 
pioneer in sight-saving, mind-saving, life- 
saving, and money-saving for the _ biind. 
Through the Lighthouse clinic during one 
week five cases. of blindness were “‘ cured,” 
Two of these were boys, formerly in the 
blind classes of the public schools; they’ now 
work and play with their seeing comrades. 
Fourteen would-be suicides on. account of 
blindness and enforced idleness have. beén 
rescued by the Lighthouse and taught to be 
wage-earners. Our home teachers paid to 
the invalid or house-bound blind this year 
4,445 visits. Our blind pupils fill positions 
with the Edison Company and other large 
corporations, hospitals, offices, &c. Twenty- 
six blind people are on our staff. The orig- 
inalof this letter was dictated to one of our 
blind stenographers and written by her. 
Last year $23,213 was received from the 
sale of products manufactured by our blind 
workers and pupils; in the same period the 
Lighthouse paid out about $27,000 to the blind 
in wages, relief, and for their weet Some 
of our pupils who have b P 
through our teachings are now ‘thamseaiedn

contributing to the support of the Lighthouse 
work. 

*Hampered with a mortgage of $35,000 on 
the Lighthouse and’ lacking money for.‘its 
running expenses, the association’s activities 
must. be curtailed or stopped unless $300,000 
is immediately raised. Fifty-one thousand 
dollars of this sum has already been pledged, 
conditional on the remainder being speedily 
found. 

For this purpose a committee of 100 is in 
process of formation to solicit funds through 
the press and through individual endeavor. 
Contributions of any kind to raise the finan- 
cial cloud from the Lighthouse to. stop blind- 
ness, and to help the blind to help them- 
selves are earnestly solicited. Checks are 
payable to Johy Seeley Ward, Treasurer of 
the Lighthouse Fund Committee, at the 
Lighthouse, 111 East Fifty-ninth Street.

Feminism Would Spread. Its Spirit. f 
Everywhere. i) 


+ 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

- There are certainly. stimulus and enter- 
tainment in the many differences. bée- 
tween suffragists and antis—life would 
be a dull affair if we all: thought alike 
~—and yet it does seem that. most of 
us might come to some’ sort of agree- 
ment concerning the significance and 
‘beauty of the word “ home.’’ 

Worcester, with his affection for der* 
ivations, traces the word from the 
Anglo-Saxon ‘‘ham,"”. the Danish and 
German “heim,” and the Gothic 
*“‘haims,”’ which means g village; cries 
back. to. a Greek word meaning “ to lie 
down,”’ and winds up with such familiar. 
definitions as one’s ‘house, dwelling, 
place of abode,” &c. As usual, the his- 
tory of words gives us pause and food 
for reflection, and it seems to me that 
home meaning originally ‘*‘ village ’’ and 
a.“ place to lie down in *’ should broaden 
our conception of the word as we use 
it to-day. Primarily, then, home is a 
place where we may rest, in preparation 
for the work of..the morrow, in com- 
pany with those of our own village or 
tribe or gens.’ About the word as we 
know it to-day we have. woven a veil of 
poetic feeling; ‘“‘home~’’ to the average 
Englishman or Américan breathes a 
sentiment as strong as the perfume of 
pine needles, and as wholesome. Often 
it is synonymous with a particular 
place, ‘some old Colonial homestead, 
perhaps, which has come down in one 
family for generations. 

Yet those who dwell in cities, and 
particularly those who ~ choose such 
cities in young maturity by way of 
“* seeking their fortune,” in the good old 
phrase, are not thereby.shorn of all 
the magic of home. On the contrary, if 
they are temperamentally strong and 
loving, they take home_with them. In 
the rented house, the apartment, even 
the single room, the spirlt of home may 
brood quite as benignly as in any state- 
ly mansion with garden paths.and wide 
vistas. The spirit of home is the spirit 
of peace; it counts for comradeship and 
for love and for an upbuilding faith; it 
means: refreshment, cheerfulness, a new 
strength wherewith to battle in the big 
world outside. This ineffable some- 
thing, imparting vigor and joy, is quite 
as real to the man who goes out to his 
work as to the woman who stays at 
home; it is or may be just as real to 
the woman who fares forth to earn her 
bread and butter as to her sister whose 
work lies within the four walls. 

The good suffragist does not believe 
that all women should leave their homes, 
their little children, and take the wage 
of office and factory. Different work 
for different women, as for men, but 
real homes for those who go and those 
who stay. But the suffragist does be- 
lieve that a ballot for each responsible 
adult means in the long run. .better 
homes, a finer race, anda; more free 
and equal world for all. The suffragist 
wants not fewer homes for men ahd wo- 
men and children, but more of the home 
spirit in the world! 

The feminist, that much talked of 
menace to prosperity, supposedly the 
arch enemy of ‘“ home,’’. believes that 
suffrage is merely one step in a world 
movement to educate women and im- 
prove the fibre of the race itself. The 
feminist does not want to expel women 
from the home, or turn man into a 
dreary drone, but merely to free both 
from the shackles of many old tradi- 
tions and folkways which have chained 
us to the dead past and limited our 
possibilities, 

Clean, sane feminism stands ime for 
license and homelessness and a shatter- 
ing of standards, but for. better homes 
and finer children; for a larger, more 
selfless love between men and women 
than has ever existed in the past; for 
true progress. Above all such feminism 
stands for solidarity between the sexes, 
knowing that sex antagonism is illog- 
ical, unwholesome; absurd, in the long 
run. clearly impossible! 

But what I am trying to say of the 
larger feminism was all said, most 
magnificently, twenty years ago in that 
amazing prophecy of Olive Schreiner’s 
called ‘‘ Three Dreams in a Desert,” 
and already much that she foretold has 
been realized.

SHORE SITE ASSURED 
FOR HARMONIE CLUB 


Glenwood Country Fails to 
Raise $60,000 to Save Long” 
Island Sound Frontage. 


$395,000 FOR 196 ACRES 


Purchaser to Spend $100,000 Also 
for. Improvements—Climax of 
Deal Falls at Midnight. . 


The Harmonie Club to-day will be- 
come the possessor of the Glenwood 
Country Club property on the north 
shore of Long Island in the Glen Cove 
section. This decision was announced 
late last night at the New York Athletic 
Club after a long meeting of the stock- 
holders of the Glenwood Holding Com- 
pany, owners of the tract. 

The property has been used for the 
last year .by the Glenwood Country 
Club, an organization composed 
members of the Crescent Athletic Club 
and other Long Island organizations. 
When it was announced a short time 
ago that the property must be sold to 
pay the mortgage and other indebted- 
ness, there were two applicants, the 
Glenwood Country Club, the present 
‘lessees, and the Harmonie Club, which 
has been anxious to obtain a fine coun- 
try club site. 

The Glenwood Holdi Company, of 
which Paul Bonynge is President, made 
a contract with the Harmonie Club of- 
fering to sell the property provided that 
by April 16 the members of the Glen- 
wood Country Club failed to subscribe 
$60,000 to pay the present indebtedness. 
Vigorous efforts have been made within 
the last two weeks 'to raise the money 
and several subscriptions of $1,000 each 
were received. ’ 

At a meeting Tuesday evening it was 
announced that $35,000 had been raised, 
and last night's meeting was called to 
make a final effort to prevent the prop- 
erty from passing into the control of 
the Glenwood Club. At midnight the 
time was up, and L. Bs Palmer, who 
has been one of the energetic .workers 
in the Glenwood Club’s interests, then 
said that only $50,000 had been sub- 
scribed. . 

‘** We have made a strong fight to get 
the money, but the club loses a mag- 
nificent property, one of the best situ- 
ated sites on all Long Island for a 
country club, by $10,000. The Glenwood 
Holding Company, therefore, cannot re- 
pudiate its contract with the Harmonie 
Club, as the only provision which would 
give the property to another buyer has 
not been fulfilled, and to-morrow the 
Sale to the Harmonie Club will be for- 
mally closed.’’ 

Millard F. Tompkins presided at the 
meeting and David G. Evans acted as 
we ey, 

The Glenwood Country Club property 
consists of 196 acres midway betwcen 
Sea Cliff and Roslyn. It has a shore 
frontage of about 1,800 feet on the 
Sound, offering excellent facilities for 
boating and bathing, and a _ yacht 
anchorage. The land slopes back to a 
high elevation commanding long views 
over the Sound to the Connecticut shore. 

.The property was owned for many 
years by Justice Townsend Scudder, and 
the old mansion was elaborately re- 
modeled for a country clubhouse. . Since 
the Glenwood Country Club took the 
property two years ago, several thou- 
sand dollars have been expended in 
beautifying the grounds and laying 
an eighteen-hole golf course, which is 
one of the best links on Long Island. 
Tennis courts also have been provided, 
a pier constructed, and bathing houses 
erected. 

The property was originally bought by 
the Glenwood Holding Company, and at 
the time it was believed that the Cres- 
cent Athletic Club would take the prop- 
erty for its new Summer home, as an 
early: removal was anticipated from its 
quarters at Bay Ridge. option. .to 
purchase was,given to the.Crescent Chub, 
_ Many of the members believed that it 
‘would be best to retain the Bay Ridge 
site as long as possible, notwithstand- 
ing the encroachments of city improve 
ments. Its accessibility to the city was 
a strong argument, and the Crescent 
Club finally decided not to take the 
Glenwood property. Then the Glenwood 
Country Club, which has only 250 mem- 
bers, was organized, and it leased the 
grounds. 

The Harmonie Club will pay ‘$395,000 
for the property. The club is one of the 
largest and oldest social organizations 
in New York. It was started sixty-two 
years ago and has a membership of 
about 1,000. The city clubhouse is at 
4 East Sixtieth Street. The club moved 
there in 1905, after occupying a building 
in Forty-second Street, now covered by 

art of Stern's new department store, 
or many years. 

Henry Calman, Chairman of the Har- 
monie Club’s. committee in charge of 
the purchase of the Glenwood property, 
said last week that as soon as the club 
Zot Possession, $100,000 would be spent 
in improvements, including a large club- 
house overlooking the Sound, to cost 
$75,000. On the grounds is a lake cov- 
ering seven acres, and this will be util- 
ized fer Winter sports.

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FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Prices Recover After Further 
Sharp Break — Mexican 
News More ‘Favorable. 


After a further sharp decline, which 
carried the general level of quotations 
to @ new low level for the year, the 
stock market yesterday enjoyed a brisk 
recovery, which reduced ‘the net loss 
for the day to a nominal figure, This 
upturn was associated with the reports 
that the Mexican situation had been 
relieved by President Huerta consent- 
ing to give the salute upon which the 
United States has been insisting. But 
while that was the external influence 
which seemed chiefly responsible for 
the better tone of the market in the 
afternoon some ‘internal’ reason for the 
recovery was to be found in the fact 
that for seven consecutive days prices 
had been falling and had during that 
time suffered. a total decline of about 
2% points. That was the loss in the 
average of quotations, but the fall in 
some of the leading stocks much ex- 
Inasmuch as the 
outside selling accompanying the pro- 
longed recession had seemed smal] in 
proportion to the decline there was 
reason for expecting that a rebound 
would come about as a natural result 
of the creation of;a disproportionately 
large short interest. That apparently is 
what took place yesterday. While the 
strengthening of quotations gave ground 
for encouragement, it is necessary to 
give due consideration to these inter- 
nal factors in gauging the significance 
of the afternoon’s change in the, mar- 
ket’s position. 

The efficacy of the Mexican news as 
a stimulating influence was minimized 
by the fact that the market had all 
along viewed this situation very calm- 
ly. It wag not felt, moreover, that the 
latest advices from Washington indi- 
cated that the situation which was 
brought to a head by the Tampico in- 
cident would be more than palliated 
by the submission of President Huerta 
to the specific demand that a salute 
be fired. In other words, it was ar- 
gued that the Mexican problem still 
rernains to be solved, although possibly 
the solution may have been brought 
rmiearer by the stand which this Govern- 
ment took in the Tampico affair. The 
day was regarded as having brought a 
change only in one acute phase of the 
Mexican problem rather than in the 
problem itself. 

Out of this feeling grew the view that 
the upturn from the midday break was 
to be attributed chiefly to other influ- 
ences than to the Mexican news and 
foremost place among those influences 
it was thought belonged to the in- 
ternal market factors already referred 
to as contributing to the recovery.. 
Other influences, however, lent help 
to this movement. Among them was 
the favorable reception accorded the 
offering of New York City and New 
York Central bonds. Broad demand 
was reported particularly for the New 
York City bonds, which’ it was said in 
banking circles were being freely pur- 
chased by savings banks as well as by 
other classes of investors. The point 
was emphasized that in view of the 
higher relative prices at which some 
other ‘recently issued municipal bonds 
are selling, the current market for New 
York City bonds offered attractive op- 
portunity to investors. The bankers 
who were the successful bidders at 
Wednesday's -s#lei were offering the 
bonds on a 4.15 per cent. basis, which 
is a substantially better yield than that 
at which a number of relatively small 
municipal issues are being placed. The 
much greater supply of New York City 
bonds rather than any other factor is 
regarded as accounting for the more 
favorable terms which New York City 
bonds offer to investors. A new Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul issue was 
under discussion yesterday, and prog- 
ress, it was understood, was being 
made in the plans for the New Haven 
financing.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Strength of the Central System. 

In a letter to the company’s bankers 
in connection with the recent sale to 
them of $40,000,000 of new 4% per cent. 
bonds, President A. H. Smith of the 
New York Central gives in a summar- 
ized form figures showing the inherent 
strength of the Central, notwithstand- 
ing the temporary setbacks caused by 
storms and declining business. Since 
1909 the company’s nét corporate in- 
come, out of which to provide for divi- 
dends, has been $13,695,000, $14,288,000, 
$15,804,000, 18,879,000, and $13,243,000. 
Dividends at the prevailing 5 per cent. 
rate call for the annual payment of 
$11,136,000, so that even in 1913, the 
poorest year in the past five, the com- 
pany had a surplus $2,100,000 in excess 
of the amount required for the stock- 
holders. The five-year average surplus 
was $14,082,000, or nearly $3,000,000 over 
5 per cent. In addition, as President 
Smith says, “ although it is evident that 
the company has a large margin of 
income over and above its fixed charges, 
it has a further important factor of 
safety in the undistributed earnings of 
some of its subsidiary and allied inter- 
ests. The undistributed profits of the 
Lake Shore & Michigan Southern alone, 
to which the New York Central is en- 
titled, have averaged $5,115,000 per an- 
num during the past five years. The 
addition of this amount to the average 
as shown would have brought the gross 
corporate income up to more than ons 
and three-quarters times the fixed 
charges.”’ 
Yesterday’s Dip in Prices, 


If the rally had not followed yester- 
day’s break in prices many issues would 
have closed the day at lower figures 
than they have previously sold for in 
months. As it was, the net losses. were 
in most cases small, and in some cases 
entirely made up. New York Central 
was a conspicuously weak member of 
the railroad group, although the suc- 
cess of its“bond sale might well have 
been construed as a favorable factor. 
Centra] sold down to 865%, where it es- 
tablished a new low point for a period 
of five years, but it afterward moved 
up 1%. Lehigh Valley, by selling down 
to 139%, set up a new low record for a 
four-year period. Other issues to make 
new low prices for the year were Union 
Pacific at 153%, Great Northern at 
121%, ‘Soo’ at 120%, and. Missouri 
Pacific at 23%. Steel just touched its 
low price made on Jan. 3, while Read- 
ing sold down to within % of its low. 
Lehigh Valley and Union Pacific, buth 
paying 10 per cent., although the Union 
Pacific’s dividend may be paid in two 
installments unless the Equitable suit 
is determined quickly, sold 13% points 
apart, which led to reports that Lehigh 
was likely to reduce its rate soon. At 
fresent prices Lehigh returns about 7 
per cent..on its market price. 

Waiting on Local Investors. 


It was learned yesterday that the 
closing of the offer of New York Cen- 
tral 4%s had been delayed in order to 
wait for the mails from Albany, Roch- 
ester, and Buffalo, and other cities in 
New York Cenfral territory. It was de- 
cided that as far as possible these bonds 
should be placed in sections contiguous 
to the road on which they are a lien, and 
the issue was advertised in up-State 
cities. There is no better way to get 
support for a railroad than to get its 
patrons interested as partners, through 
the ownership of stock, or, as creditors, 
through the sale to them of bonds. 
The successful sale of city bonds 
failed to stimulate trading in bonds 
on the Stock Exchange. On _ the 
contrary, the volume of business was 
somewhat smaller than on Wednesday 
and prices eased slightly. New York 
City 4%s of 1960 opened at 101%, the 
price at which they closed on the pre- 
ceding day and later déclined to 101%, 
closing at 101%. 

Supply of Commercial Bills Short. 


Commercial paper continueg in small, 
supply, but brokers reported yesterday 
a hardening tendency for rates. The 
country banks have much idle money 
that they would like to put out in mer- 
cantile bills, but they are reluctant to 
buy under a 4 per cent. discount rate. 
Local banks are yrog* up desirable 
paper as fast as it is offered at prices 
fanging from 3% to 4 per cent., with 
of business being done ‘at 3% 
and 3% per cent. 
Shorts in Steel Ruffled. 


Recent short sellers of Steel find much 
to exasperate them in the action of the 
shares. At one time yesterday, when 
@ great many selling orders appeared 
to arrive at the Steel post at the same 
time, traders thought they were to see 


some real action on the downward side. 
But buying absorbed 
quicky and the price was higher than 
it had been before the flurry. Traders 
on the floor thought that some im- 
portant lines of short stock were being 
covered in transactions of the after- 
noon. 


CONSOLIDATED EXCHANGE. 
When it was reported in the afternoon

B|WOULD BAR BRANCH 
BANKS IN THE RAST 


Organizers Aim to Prevent Their 
Creation—Hold Those in Re- 
serve Cities Are Sufficient. 


WILLIAMS CHANGED MAP 


Insisted on Richmond, It ts Said— 
iFrst Regional Draft Put Some of 
Jersey in New York District. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 16.—It is un- 
derstoog on good authority that the Or- 
ganization Committee of the new baak- 
ing system has decided to exert itself to 
the utmost to prevent the establishment 
of any branch Federal banks east of 
| the Mississippi. This decision, if car- 
ried out, will mean a bitter disappoint- 
ment to Pittsburgh, Baltimore, Cincin- 
nati, and New Orleans, All these cities 
had hoped for a regional reserve bank, 
and, since the districts were announced, 
had consoled themselves with the re- 
flection that they would certainly have 
branch banks. 

The committee’s idea seems to be that 
all the larger cities east of the Missis- 
sippi are so closely connected with the 
regional reserve cities by mail that 
branch banks will be unnecessary. The 
committee believes that any bank this 
side of the Mississippi will be able to 
obtain currency from a Federal reserve 
bank over night. The establishment of 
branches would involve a needless ex- 
pense. 

Exactly how this decision against 
branches is to be made effective does 
not appear on the surface. The Glass- 
Owen act expressly vests in the Board 
of Directors of each reserve bank the 
power to establish branches. On these 
direetorates, which will consist of nine 
men each, the Federal Reserve Board 
will appoint three members, while the 
member banks will elect six. In order 
to control th action of the board in this 
particular it will be necessary for the 


of at least two Directors for each re- 
gional bank who would vote against the 
establishment of branches. 

Officials of the Treasury fear that 
there will be a good deal of dickering 
between the cities of a district for the 
purpose of distributing branch banks.

Change in Recording Law.

“ Attention is called to Chapter 309 of 
the Laws of 1914 which takes, effect 
May 1, 1914. It adds the followin 
sentence to Section 333 of the Rea 
Property Law: 

“ After May Ist, one thousand nine 
hundred and fourteen, a_ recording 
officer shall not record or accept. for 
record any conveyance of real property 
executed subsequent to said first day of 
May one thousand nine hundred and 
fourteen, if in a city of over two hun- 
dred thousand inhabitants according to 
the last ederal census, unless the 
street number of the residence of’ the 
purchaser shall be stated therein and 
such residence and street number shall 
be recorded with the conveyance.” 

The effect of this law is to require 
rere conveyance of real property in 
the City of New York and in every other 
ay, of over two hundr thousand in- 

itants to have stated in it the street 
number of the residence of the pur- 
chaser no matter where he resides. If 
his residence has no << number that 
fact should be stated in the conveyance.
